Some of the Details of a Very Interesting 


Operation as Told by a Famous Con- 
structor — England Behind the Other 
Leading Nations Until Recently. 
Who wonld ever have imagined that 


B great ship — a modern -wonder of the 
•ea like the Paris or the Camperdown 
—is built as a woman makes a dress or 
H tailor cnte out a suit of clothes? That 
is the fact. 
Ships nowadays are built 


from patterns, and those patterns do not 
greatly differ in appearance or in fact 
from those which enable American wo- 
men to copy tho fashion in dress. To 
be sure, a tailor 'a and drefwrntker's pat- 
terns are made of paper and are laid 
apon cloth or dress goods, while a ship- 
builder's patterns are of wood, and steel 
and iron are made to follow them. That 
is perhaps the greatest difference be- 
tween the methods of high grade tailorr 
ing and high grade shipbuilding, so far 
as their first steps go. 


Tho English have only lately begun 


to value tho model as the basis of ship- 
building. 
A famous American ship- 


builder says that the model of the yacht 
America was the first model he ever 
saw in England. That accounts for the 
absence of beauty in English ships, 
which even to this day possess varying 
degrees of ugliness, but no beauty. For, 
though they make models today, the 
mere making of them does not suffice. 
Tho art arid appreciation of model mak- 
ing must be instinctive. 


Tbo French and Spanish from the 


earliest times made beautiful ships and 
models, and when one of these ships 
fell into tbe hands of the English they 
adopted and used her if possible, or if 
she was too much damaged they took 
her apart, piece by piece, and built a 
new ship like her by copying the exact 
shape of each part of her in new mate- 
rial. Curiously enough, we Americans 
have always made beautiful ships — well 
proportioned, artistic in every line, 
while satisfactory in an equal degree 
for all practical purposes. 


A model is made in a way that seems 


queer to the average layman, who doubt- 
less suspected that it was whittled into 
shape out of a block of wood, as we boys 
used to whittle our blocks at the age 
when, all of us were shipbuilders. 
It

[>Ians produce tbe shape of the ship, and 
from thf-so it is possible to obtain the 
mtline and dimensions of every slice or 
piano between the bottom and the top. 
Each piano is measured and drawn in 
•ratline on a board, and the outline is 
.lented or cut in the board with a sharp 
tool. 
All tbe boards or pieces of wood 


are then glued together, and a simple 
looking block is made — a block that 
shows nothing of its true nature except 
that the top of it bears the graven out- 
line of tbe top deck or gunwale line of 
a Khip. Out of that simple square block 
will come the egg which is to hatch 
tho splendid ship that is to be. 


That block, made up of slices, each 


with its dented outline of a different 
plane of the ship, is now cut away, 
much as we boys used to cut our block, 
but with this difference: Each board is 
cut exactly to tbe dented or graven 
lino upon its surface. 
The shape the 


block will have when all the superflu- 
ous wood is cut away will be tbe model 
of the nhip tbat was designed by tbe en- 
gineer on paper to fill the requirements 
of the customer's order, but will that 
model stand? Will the master builder 
be satisfied with its lines? 


Will it do to be enlarged in steel and 


sent around the world as an example of 
what the Cramps consider the most 
beautiful and artistic and useful shape 
such a ship should have? No. Such a 
first model nest to never suits the mod- 
eler, who in thia case is Mr. Charles H. 
Cramp. He hacks into it with fervor. 
He tapers the bow. He digs away the 
stern. He shares the whole model with 
the nice and dainty touches of a sculp- 
tor at work upon a statue on which is 
to rest his boast that he is a true artist. 


The fate of the wooden block alters 


the figures of the engineer's plans. Per- 
haps the alteration is such that new 
drawings and a new model follow. 
Thus, by borrowing and lending, the 
two soon agree, and upon the two — the 
model and the plans — the ship will be 
built. Sometimes a model is on the 
scale of a quarter of an inch to each 
foot of the ship, but tbe scale differs 
with 
different builders. — Harper's

The total re- 
ceipts were $376,723 0:t, of which $176,- 
178 01) was applicable for general pur- 
pose, $HJ,yy;i 14 for interest and re- 
demption of hoii'i.-, $123,855 55 for 
B;hOs>l funds, and ^^7,090 25 for Dis- 
trict Judges' HalariyH, The actual ex- 
penditures for the yeur were $372,164 21, 
of which $208,260 '18 was from funds 
applicable for genc-ivd purposes, $12J,-

098 65 from State University fundf, 
and $21,744 55 from District Judges 
aalary fund. The balance in the gen- 
eral fund, that is the fund applicable 
for State expenses, January 1, 1893, waa 
$163,24U 53, and the balance in the same 
fund December 31. IH'JIJ, was $132,428 21, 
or $20,821 32 lesn than at the beginning 
of the year. As tha* is the fund from

The President Reported to Have Offered 


Secretary Carllse the Position. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.—It is stated 


ou \vuat appears to be excellent au- 
thority that President Cleveland has 
reached a decision in reference to the 
man he will appoint to fill the vacancy 
on the Supreme Bench. His choice is 
now Carlisle. It is understood that he 
has asked Carlisle if he would accept 
the appointment if tendered him, and 
that the Kentuckian has signified his 
willingness to do so, provided it is pos- 
sible to secure his confirmation. 


There is little doubt that the Presi- 


dent is very anxious to get Carlisle a 
life position. He realizes, as well as 
does Carlisle, that in view of the fact 
that so much opposition has developed 
against the Administration's policy of 
repealing the silver purchase clause of 
the Sherman law, and the issuance of 
bonds and other like procedures, that 
it will be impossible for Carlisle to de- 
velop enough strength to secure a 
Presidential nomination in 1896, to 
which Carlisle aspired when he resigned 
his seat in the Senate and accepted a 
Cabinet position under the Cleveland 
Administration. 


Mtir.shal Gnrd Will took for Evans. 
Los ANGELES, January 20.—It is as- 


serted that United States Marshal Gard 
will soon join in the hunt for Evans 
and Morrell, the Fresno bandits. Sev- 
eral days ago news was sent from 
Fresno that the Marshal had a poste 
on Evans' trail, but such was not the 
fact. It has since leaked out that Gard 
is seriously considering joining in the 
pursuit of the bandit and if he does it 
is likely something will drop. Marshal 
Gard left to-day for San Francisco in 
charge of a Chinaman who is to be de- 
ported. Whether he will return here 
or go into the wilds of Sampson's Flat 
is not known, but it is believed he will 
do the latter.

The New York banks statement for 


last week is as follows: Reserve, in- 
crease, $10,171,000; loans, increase, $500,- 
000; 
specie, increase, $5,326,000; legal 


tender, increase, $8,442,000; deposits, 
increase, $14,392,000. The banks now 
hold $102,754,000 in excess of legal re- 
quirements. 


Ux-Minister Stevens was examined 


by the sub-committee of the Senate 
Foreign Affairs Committee, and he 
stood by his former statements.

Congress has power to coin money 


and regulate the value therof. The 
National Government has the power to 
furnish money enough so tho people 
can transact their business on a cash 
basis. During the years 1863, 1864 and 
1865 the 
Government did 
furnish 


enough currency to the people,and they 
did transact their business almost 
wholly on a cash basis. In 1865 we had 
$52 per capita available for circulation. 
In 1893 there was less than $4 per 
capita available for circulation among 
the people. In 1865 the business fail- 
ures in the United States were 530; in 
1893 they exceeded 15,000 with liabili- 
ties of $542,000,000. 


In 1866 by an edict of the New York, 


Boston and Philadelphia banks, the 
Secretary of the Treasury was directed 
to cremate the paper < urrency and 
destroy it as rapidly as possible. la 
1873 the money sharks feared that the 
increased output of silver might 
take the place of the, paper currency 
which had been destroyed, and enable 
the people to pay their debts and again 
get down to a cash basis. The money 
power again issued their ultimatum 
and silver was demonetized. As a 
result of these two acts the people 
were forced into debt, and have been 
increasing their debts and failures in 
a compound ratio ever since. 


The Government has the power to 


issue any amount of currency necessary 
for the welfare of tho people. It could 
immediately issue $1,000,000,000 of full 
legal tender currency, a:ad furnish em- 
ployment to every unemployed person 
in the United 
States. The people 


would gladly accept this currency at 
its face value, and the only thing they 
would request 
of the Government 


would be not to allow the money sharks 
to have any exception clause inserted. 
The people have learned to their sorrow 
that it is the money sharks and not the 
currency that needs the exception 
clause. 


Money, when controlled 
by 
the 


moneyed aristocracy, is used almost 
wholly to buy bonds and pay interest. 
The security holders have been accept- 
ing more promises to pay in part pay- 
ment of interest and they now hold 
promises to pay which call for twenty 
times tho amount of legal tender in 
existence. A large number of security 
holders are now making the discovery 
that they, also, are getting hurt by the 
scarcity of money. They see their 
securities rapidly decling in value for 
the simple reason that it is an impossi- 
bility for the people to procure money 
to pay the interest on their debts. 


In 1865, when the people were in 


oossession of $1,758,240,703 of paper 
currency, there was plenty of work for 
everybody, tramps were unknown and 
the people of the west had as much 
money per capita as the people of the 
east. 


In January 1894, with more than 


double tho population of 1865, we have 
less money in the country, and the 
money is so distributed that a few 
eastern cities contain $200 per capita, 
while the country west of the Missis- 
sippi and twelve of the Southern States 
do not contain $7 per capita. After 
deducting the amount of money which 
is locked up as reserves, and in the 
various corporation vaults for the pur- 
pose of meeting interest obligations, 
and in the vaults of the bondholders 
which can only be taken out by borrow- 
ers, who can furnish collaterial that is 
not already encumbered, there is not 
$4 per capita left for circulation, and if 
the people and corporations had the 
interest on their obligations paid, the 
security holders would, have possession 
of every dollar of legal tender in the 
United States.

Bland says standard dollars are full 
legal tender, and should be received in 
payment of bonds. The act under 
which the bonds are to be issued pro- 
vides that they shall be payable in 
coin, but does not say gold coin. When 
that act was passed standard dollars 
were full legal tender. The gold bags 
say that bonds issued under the Re- 
demption act of 1875 are payable in 
gold, as silver was demonetized in 1873 
and could not be included in the mean- 
ing of the word " coin."

December 1893 was colder thau the 


average, taking the country as a whole. 
Temperature was above the average 
and rainfall below in the south auii 
west, and temperature below and raiu- 
fall above in the north and east. 
Draw a line from 100 miles south of 
Boston, through Nashville, cross the 
Mississippi below Cairo, then up the 
Missouri to Omaha, then to Miles City 
Montana, thence north and all that 
part of the country lying north and 
east of that line averaged from three to 
nine degrees, daily, colder than the 
average for December, and all that 
part south and west of that line from 
three to six degrees warmer than the 
average. These two months have veri- 
fied Foster's prediction that the six 
months beginning with 
November 


1st would be colder than the average 
on this continent south of latitude 
50. The cold and hot temperatures 
and drouths and rainbelts usually 
progress slowly toward the southwest. 


In Minnesota, the Dakotas, Wiscon- 


sin and eastern Montana, the daily 
average temperature for December was 
from six to nine degreas below the 
normal.

M»d« by the Celestials to Defraud Their 


Departed Ancestors. 


A correspondent of The North China 


Herald, writing from the interior of 
Kiangsti province, mentions that one of 
the industries there is the manufacture 
of mock money for offering to the dead. 
Formerly the Chinese burned sham pa- 
per money, but in these days of en- 
lightenment a»d foreign intercourse the 
natives of Soongkong, Hangchow and 
ether places have come to the conclu- 
lion that dollars aro more handy to the 
ghosts than clumsy paper money; hence 
they now, to a great extent, snpply 
their ancestors and departed friends 
with mock dollars. 
These are only 


half the eize of real dollars, but there 
appears to be no more harm in cheat- 
ing the dead than there is in cheating 
the living. 
Besides the deceased are 


not supposed to know the difference, 
for many of them paited this life before 
silver dollars were imported into China. 
A hur'lred mock carolus dollars, done 
np in boxes, are sold for 84 cash. 


The operation of making this money 


is interesting. First of all thgre are 
blocks of tin \vhich are melted down 
and then poured between boards lined 
with Chinese paper, and when the tip- 
per board is pressed down on the lower 
a thickness of tin rerj<vins. 
This is 


next cut up into strips 4 inches long, 
ono wide and an eighth of an inch 
thick. 
Some 10 of these strips are 


placed evenly together, one on top of 
tho other, and one end is held between 
tho fingers, when the workman pro- 
ceeds to hammer them out till he has 
beaten them so fine that they are now 
3 feet long and a foot broad and so thin 
that they are not thicker than the thin- 
nest paper. This is next pasted on com- 
mon cardboard, -which is then cut with 
a punching machine to the size of half 
dollars, and this having been done a 
boy takes the cut out pieces in hand 
and with two dies, one representing the 
one side and the other the reverse, ham- 
mers impressions of dollars on them, 
and the money is ready for use. 


Another very curious instance ot the 


practice of cheating the gods is record- 
ed in the same journal, but from quite 
a different part of the country. It ap- 
pears that districts of the Anhui prov- 
ince have lately been ravaged by an 
epidemic, so that in many places the 
people were Tinablo to attend to the har- 
vesting of tho crops. 
An attempt was 


then made to deceive the gods by "play- 
ing at" Now dear's day and pretend- 
ing that Sept.l was the first day of the 
new year. 
Every preparation for cele- 


brating the bogus new year was made, 
such as burning firecrackers and past- 
ing happy sentences in red paper on the 
doors. The object was to make the god 
of sickness think that he had made a 
mistake in tho seasons and had erred in 
bringing an epidemic on the people at 
a time when no epidemics in the course 
of nature should appear. As any action 
contrary to nature done by the gods is 
li:'.blo to punishment by tho king of 
heaven, tho actors in this farce thought 
that tho god of sickness would gather 
his evil fipirita back to him for t'car of 
tho displeasure of his superior divinity. 
This child's play received the permis- 
sion and co-operation of tho local au- 
thorities,—London Times.

Mow the Solomon Islanders Obtain Fire. 


They select a stako oi dry, soft wood 


about as thick as a man's wrist. From 
this they slice off a few chips in one 
place, so as to mako ti flat surface for 
rubbing. 
Tho stako ia then placed on 


tho ground in front of the operator, 
who sits at one end of it and holds it 
firmly between his toes. 
He then 


takes a pieco of hard wood, shaped like 
a pencil, and holding it with both 
hands begins rubbing up and down the 
fiat surface of the stake. A groove is 
noon formed in the stako and a dark 
colored dnst, which is pushed to the 
end of the groove. 
By and by this dust 


begins to smolder. 
Next a piece of 


dried touchwood is applied and blown 
up until it glows, in this way, and 
with perfectly dried wood, a native will 
produce fire m something less thau a 
minute. 
Bnt tho art is not easily 


learned, and a European who lived on 
the island for some time says that al- 
though he had tried until his shoulder 
ached he was never able to produce 
more than'smoke.—New York World.
